Men’s and Women’s Squads Celebrate 


Results of Research by Professors 
and Students of Chemistry De- 
partment Rewarded 

Two articles from the Department 
of Chemistry in the Medical School 
appeared in the March issue of The 
Journal of Biological Chemistry, of- 
ficial publication of the American So- 
ciety of Biological Chemists. They 
contain work done in the chemical lab- 
oratory under the direction of Dr. 
Joseph H. Roe, professor of Chem- 
istry in the Medical School. 

“A Study of the Molybdic Oxide 
Colorimetric Method of Estimation of 
the Phosphorous Compounds of the 
Blood” was the result of the col- 
laborative efforts of Dr. Roe, Prof. 
Oliver J. Irish and James I. Boyd, a 
senior. The article traces the process 
from the beginning, pointing out the 
conditions that must be regulated and 
the method of procedure, together 
with the results obtained in the 
laboratory. “ - 

Advance New Method 

The second article, “A Colorimetric 
Method for the Estimation of Blood 
Calcium," was prepared by Dr. Roe 
and Bernard S. Kahn, a junior in the 
Medical School. The principle Is 
stated as the precipitation of calcium 
as calcium phosphate from an al- 
kalinlzed trichloracetic acid serum 
filtrate, estimating it at phosphate by 
the Benedict and The is molytxfic ox- 
ide colorimetric method, slightly modi- 
fied. 

This method is claimed to be very 
accurate and is a successful micro 
procedure, being adaptable to much 
smaller quantities of serum than 
other methods in use at the present 
time. The method was explained by 
“Bemle” before a recent meeting of 
the G. W, U. Medical Society. 

Dr. Roe, whose work in the Medi- 
cal School chemistry laboratory is of 
well-known repute, has also been 
asked by the C. V. Mosby Co. to write 
a textbook of chemistry for nurses. 
The request was accepted and Dr.
